Was Intelligence Officer 

He joined the fleet marine force 
in December, and in January he 
landed with the 25th marines on 
Kwajalein island. He was an as- 
sistant regimental intelligence of- 
ficer, and his duties were to gain 
information about the enemy and 
to set up counter measures to pre- 
vent the enemy from gaining any 
information about the 
States. 

He took part in the invasion of 
Saipan which was taken from the 
Japanese in July, 1944. His men 
were required to search the bodies 
of the enemy for important papers,

The original La Reata had a 
hard cover similar to a book cover, 
while more recent annuals have 
had a more elaborate cover. This 
year’s annual will have a paper 
cover. The cost of the new type 
yearbook will be $1 for student 
body card holders as compared 
with $2.50 for the 1957 annual.
